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PROFESSIONAL STAFF MEMBERS 


PHILOSOPHY FROM FLO 


In previous communications I spoke about requests submitted to the Legislature 
asking for an increase in staff for the Board office. In fact, at one point I 
requested your assistance with the legislature in gaining approval for those 
budget requests. I was most pleased and gratified with your response to my 
Tequest for assistance. Many of you wrote letters and some even took time from 
your busy schedules to make personal visits to the legislators in our behalf. I 
am pleased to report that House Bill 1007 has been duly signed by all necessary 
people, including the Governor, and is now a law. It is the appropriation bill 
from which comes our means of support and includes four new full time staff for 
the Board office. Thank you so much for your valuable efforts. 


Approved staff include two new professionals consisting of one educational 
consultant and one discipline consultant. There are also two clerical support 
staff included. Funding will be available with the beginning of the 1988/89 
fiscal year on July 1, 1988. We are trying very hard to find room for all these 
new people but as expected from the very beginning, there is no room to be found 
in our present facility. The Division is working very diligently to help us 
obtain adequate space and I will not fill all the approved positions until we 
have appropriate space in which they can be housed. I reiterate this is not an 
unexpected situation, but gaining an increase in space can become a reality only 
if there is real need and cannot be based on the likelihood of need, especially 
if that likelihood must first be approved by the legislature. Keep tuned for 
further developments in this matter. 


I am sure there are some of you who responded to my request for assistance of 
whom I am totally unaware. I received copies of some of your excellent letters 
to Legislators and have tried to respond to all those with a letter of 
appreciation, however, I am certain there are those of you who wrote, called on 
the phone or spoke with them face-to-face of whom I am uninformed. My 
appreciation to you, who ever you may be. Your assistance made a significant 
impact. Once again, "nurses make a difference."

LICENSE RENEWAL - WHO DOES WHAT AND WHY 
ABR OBUO EUR ERE EEE REE 


We have finally reached the end of another annual license renewal. Each year 
during the course of renewals, many questions arise from licensees and employers 
about how the system works. A little history and a bit of information about how 
the Board of Nursing fits into state government can clarify what happens each 
year between sending in your check and receiving your new license. 


The Board of Nursing, like other professional boards, is a rather unique animal 
in state government; the boards have a degree of autonomy, yet their functioning 
is carefully audited by the legislature. One way this legislative oversight 
occurs is through the appropriations process; the legislature must approve each 
board's annual budget request although the funds come from fees and not from 
general revenue. Also through legislation, the Board of Nursing is positioned 
within a state government agency. 


The Board of Nursing is housed physically and administratively within the 
Division of Professional Registration, which is one of the Divisions of the State 
Department of Economic Development, Board members are appointed by the governor 
with the advice and consent of the senate. The Board has the statutory authority 
to hire and fire its employees. The Board staff, which include the executive 
director, the associate executive director, administrative assistant and other 
secretarial and clerical staff, are paid employees of the Board, serve at the 
pleasure of the Board and have no vote in decisions rendered by the Board. 


Because Board members do not live here in Jefferson City (although I'm sure at 
times they feel as if they do) and have full time jobs in addition to the time 
they devote to Board matters, the staff is essential to implement the decisions 
and work of the Board as determined by statute. Working from established Board 
policies and guidelines, the Board office staff facilitate the decision making 
processes of the Board in the general areas of licensure, accreditation of 
educational programs, and discipline. 


Prior to September, 1981 the staff of the Missouri State Board of Nursing was 
responsible for all of the clerical and fiscal aspects of annual license 
renewal, However, in 1981, the General Assembly passed Senate Bill 16 which 
placed the Board in its current position within the Division of Professional 
Registration. Senate Bill 16 also contained provisions which annually affect the 
renewal of your license. The responsibility for processing license renewals and 
the control of the renewal process was removed from the individual boards and 
Placed within the administration of the Division. The expected outcome of this 
provision was to decrease duplication of work among boards and to more 
efficiently process license renewals by assigning the work of renewal to a group 
of people who would perform this function on a daily basis, The Division was 
directed to provide clerical and other staff services relating to the issuance 
and renewal of licenses for all the professional licensing and regulating boards 
and commissions assigned to the Division. There are currently 16 boards and 
commissions in the Division and include such Boards as Pharmacy, Cosmetology, 
Real Estate, Healing Arts, and Embalmers and Funeral Home Directors.

Each year as a courtesy, all current licensees are sent a renewal notice, from 
the Division, to their last known address ona date of the administration's 
choosing. However, each licensee, whether they receive a renewal notice or not, 
retain the professional responsibility for annually renewing their license. When 
you send your renewal fee in, it goes not to the office of the Board of Nursing 
but to an administrative area called the Cash Receiving Room (CRR). The clerical 
staff of the CRR open the mail, deposit the fees, and note receipt of fees and 
any change of name and/or address. These activities occur independently of the 
Board of Nursing. When the CRR processes a fee, it is entered onto the terminal 
of the computer system which is also available to the Board of Nursing office. 
Thus, the entering of a fee onto the computer terminal is the first indication 
available to this office that a nurse has begun the renewal process. 


Because there is a delay between the time that mail is received and actually 
opened and the fee posted, it is likely that although a nurse has sent in his/her 
renewal, there is mo computer record of his/her attempt to renew. It is 
important to note that the CRR processes renewals for all 16 boards and 
commissions. Therefore, at certain times in each renewal period, due to the 
tremendous volume of incoming mail, the delay between receipt of mail and opening 
of mail will increase. The Board of Nursing has the largest number of licensees 
of any board or commission, with 49,933 R.N. licenses and 17,006 L.P.N. licenses 
renewed as of May 20, 1988. 


Once a fee has been received and processed, with any changes being made, the CRR 
personnel authorize the central computer division to generate a license. Toward 
the end of the renewal period, it can take from five to ten working days for a 
license to be mailed after printing. 


Because the law prohibits R.N.'s from working after midnight on April 30 and 
L.P.N.'s after midnight on May 31 each year if they have not renewed their 
licenses, quite a bit of panic ensues at the end of each renewal on the part of 
the licensees, their employers, and the CRR and Board staff. This is why the 
Board of Nursing staff offers telephone verification of license renewal services 
to employers. However, as explained previously, we can only verify those nurses 
whose computer screens show money deposited and licensure in process. If the 
mail has not been opened and the fee recorded, we have nothing to verify. 


During the renewal process, we receive many letters and telephone calls to the 
Board office asking for information about individual renewals. It is necessary 
for the Board staff to transfer these calls to the CRR if there is no indication 
of fees being received on the terminal, because the information being requested 
is not available to us in the Board office. 


Like every system which attempts to do many things for many people in a short 
period of time with a reasonably high degree of accuracy, bugs abound. We thank 
those of you who have displayed patience and offered constructive criticism; we 
are always looking for ways to get better within the constraints which are 
imposed by statute.

Registered Nurse licensure examination 
celebrates seventy-fifth anniversary. 


This summer will mark the seventy-fifth anniversary of the administration of 
professional nurse licensure examinations in Missouri. In recognition of this 
anniversary, we would like to share some information about that first 
examination, obtained from Missouri's Nurses by Edwin A. Christ which was 
published by the Missouri State Nurses! Association in 1957. The first 
examination for registration was held in Kansas City at the Coates House on June 
3 and 4, and repeated in St. Louis at the Planter's Hotel on June 5 and 6, 1913. 
Seven candidates wrote the two day exam in Kansas City, with 26 writers sitting 
in: St.. Louis. 


The two day examination covered Dietetics, Urinalysis, Surgical Nursing and 
Gynecology, and Nursing Ethics on the first day. The second day's examination 
consisted of questions concerning Medical Nursing, Bacteriology, Anatomy and 
Physiology, Nursing of the Insane, Nursing of Children, and Materia Medica. Of 
the thirty-three who wrote the examination, only twelve made the required average 
of 75%, and half of those twelve failed to make the required passing grade of 60% 
on every subject. Graduates were reexamined in those subjects in which they had 
been graded below 60%. 


The minutes for the May 6 - 8, 1913 meeting of the Missouri State Board for the 
Examination and Registration of Nurses state: 


The mode of selecting the examination questions was as follows, 
lists were submitted by all members of the Board, Miss Gerding 
having sent hers by mail, and it was decided that the final lists 
should be compiled from the entire number, by Mrs, Freytag, and Miss 
Forrester, and presented by them to the other members at time of 
examination. 


Because Missouri's training schools had no standard course of training, the 
Missouri State Board of Examination and Registration had great difficulty in 
compiling examinations containing questions equitably suited to all. As stated 
by Jannett G. Flanagan, former Board member and Missouri State Nurses Association 
officer, "Sample questions were sent to schools. Each set sent out brought back 
protests. It took eleven months to put on that first examination." 


Following are some copies of old examination questions on file in the Missouri 
State Board of Nursing office: 


MEDICAL NURSING (1927) - Why is it so important that a nurse be especially 
intelligent and skillful in the care of patients suffering from medical diseases? 


MEDICAL NURSING (1924) - What is an electric light bath? Discuss precautions to 
be observed while giving this bath. 


SURGICAL NURSING (1924) - Discuss the following from the standpoint of value and 


danger: Keeping the room of an operative case, just returned from surgery, full 
of fresh air?

SURGICAL NURSING (1922) - How would you prepare for an appendectomy in a home? 


NURSING ETHICS (1927) - What obligation do you consider that you owe to the School 
of Nursing of which you are a graduate? Give an example of what you would consider 
a nurse's disloyalty to her school. 


NURSING ETHICS (1925) - Explain why a nurse has definite obligations to nursing 
organizations; and give the names of the organizations to which she should 
subscribe, 


ANATOMY AND PHYSIOLOGY (1926) - Give the composition, reaction, function and 
specific gravity of the blood, 


PEDIATRIC NURSING (1925) - How would you prepare a flaxseed poultice; a mustard 
plaster? 


OBSTETRIC nursing (1926) - Explain briefly why an obstetrical nurse must have the 
following requirements: cleanliness, watchfulness, adaptability, sympathy. 


MATERIA MEDICA (1927) - How many grains of salt will be required to make a normal 
salt solution? 


DIETETICS (1927) - Give recipe and method of serving an attractive "diabetic 
dessert", 


BACTERIOLOGY AND HYGIENE (1926) - Make a list of five pathogenic bacteria you have 
come in contact with, chemical agents to kill, strength of foliation, and length of 
exposure. 


The members of the Board of Nursing continued to write examination questions 
through 1945, after which time questions were taken from the National State Board 
Test Pool. The shift to a standard exam nationwide was accomplished gradually on a 
state-by-state basis, with many licensed by interstate endorsement. Problems 
persist to this day when nurses licensed during the 1940's apply for Missouri 
licensure and have taken different examinations than those required by Missouri at 
the time of their original licensure. 


The move to the NCLEX-RN licensure examination beginning in 1982 was a boom for all 
states, as many questions concerning uniformity of examination questions, scoring, 
and administration conditions were resolved. Examinations of the future are 
currently being considered by two National Council of State Boards of Nursing 
committees which are investigating computer adaptive testing and computer based 
clinical simulation examinations.

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PRN PROGRAM UPDATE

At a March, 1988 meeting the Missouri Nurses Association Board of Directors has 
approved guidelines for operation of the Peer Assistance Program. The program will 
refocus on providing support for Registered Nurses who are seeking assistance with 
chemical impairment. 


Committee members were appointed, Carol Booth, R.N., District 2, will serve as 
Chairperson; Suzanne Solari-Price, District 7, Board Representative; Anna Fedrick, 
R.N., District 7; Jane Goeke, R.N., District 3; and Ann Sprengel, R.N., District 8. 


The following concepts for program policy development were approved: 
1. Titles will be MONA Peer Assistance program and MONA Peer Assistance Committee. 
2. Assistance will be provided for Registered Nurses. 


3. MONA office will serve as a clearing house for telephone calls. An appropriate 
action would be to provide callers with names of approved treatment centers. 
Calls and names are to be confidential. 


4. When personal contact with a nurse is felt to be necessary, two MONA member 
volunteers will provide one initial contact with the potential or actual 
impaired nurse to provide support. 


5. Program will focus on support for the nurse not for providing treatment in the 
form of intervention or monitoring. 


6. Volunteers will be MONA members. 
7. Directed committee to: 


a) Revise policies. 

b) Establish training schedule for MONA support volunteers. 

c) Develop organizational chart with clear reporting lines. 

d) Work with other MONA committees, i.e., Government Affairs to work with the 
State Board of Nursing to obtain additional resources for impaired nurses} 
Psychiatric and Mental Health Special Interest Group for possible 
development of presentation of educational programs about chemical 
dependency for nurses; Council on Nursing Research for possible assistance 
in determining the research available in area of peer assistance. 

e) Publicize program changes to appropriate groups and individuals. 


Due to the above mentioned revisions to the PRN program the Board of Nursing wishes 
to take this opportunity to acknowledge those individuals that gave of themselves 
personally and professionally while serving as past committee members for the PRN 
Program. Therefore, a special thank you is being extended from the Board of 
Nursing to Jan Eichhorn, R.N., who served as Chairman during much of that time.
